NEW YORK (AP)—A constitu- 


tion designed to unify two Prot- 
estant 
denominations 
was 
re- 


leased today. It provides for regu- 
lation at the top and freedom 4t 
the bottom. 


The document, proposed for the 


now United Church of Christ, has 
been a 'matter ot Keen nucrext 


In setting fortn a joint structure 


for the two bodies—the loosely 
knit 
Congregational 
Christian 


churches and the centrally organ- 
ied 
Evangelical 
and 
Rc.fprme.cl 


Church—it combines elements ol 
both 


.It guarantees the autonomy ot 


any congregation or local churcn, 
in the management of its own afi- 
iairs—incluaing property worship 
and hiring or dismissal of pastors. 


This has been a crucial point 


for the Congregationalists, sonv 
of whom have opposed the merger 
on _ the 
ground it might impair 


itheir traditional ihdepnedcnce,. 


The constitution was drafted by 


a 30-mem'bcr commision, honacd 
by the Rev. Dr. Gerhard W. Grau- 
er of Chicago. 


It was mailed to delegates in 


advance of the United Church's 
forthhoming -general synod 
July 


5-9 at 
Oberlin, Ohio, so 
they 


would have it m hand by the timu 
it was made public today. 


It must be approved by that 


meeting, .and then by two-thirds 
of the Evangelical and Reformed 
regional synods, and two-thirds of 
tho 
individual 
Congregational 


churches voting to become effec- 
tive. 


Together, the two denominations 


include more than two million 
members. 


The constitution specifics 
that 


its provisions define a,nd regulatt, 
the national church functions, but 
only describe the free and volun- 
tary 
relationships 
of the' loca'l 


churches and regional groups.
